Your RadioShack Ultra Slim Laser Pointer 
lets you use laser light to point to an object. 
You can use the lightweight palm pointer on 
a board or projection screen at meetings, 
lectures, classes or seminars. You can use 
your laser pointer at distances of up to 300 
feet (91 .4 meters) in a dark environment, let- 
ting you easily direct your audience’s atten- 
tion.

• Never point the laser pointer at anyone. 

• Never look directly into the laser beam. 

• Keep the laser pointer away from chil- 
dren.

INSTALLING THE BATTERY 

Your laser pointer comes with one CR2025 
button-cell battery for power. 

Caution: Use only a fresh battery of the re- 
quired size and recommended type.

1. Turn over the laser pointer so the lens 
opening is facing to the right. 

2. Use the edge of your thumbnail to press 
the latch on the bottom of the laser 
pointer, then insert your index fingernail 
into the slot on the battery compartment 
cover and pull it out of the laser pointer. 



3. Place the battery in the compartment so 
the polarity (-i- or -) shown matches the 
polarity indicator marked on the com- 
partment. 

4. While holding the battery in the compart- 
ment, slide it into the laser pointer then 
press the compartment into the laser 
pointer until it clicks. 

When the laser beam dims or the laser point- 
er stops operating properly, replace the bat- 
teries. 

Warnings: 

• Dispose of old batteries promptly and 
properly. Do not burn or bury them. 

• Keep button-cell batteries away frem 
children. Swallowing a button-cell bat- 
tery can be fatal. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the laser 
pointer for a month or more, remove the bat- 
tery. Batteries can leak chemicals that can 
destroy electronic parts. 
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OPERATION 

Hold down the button on top of the laser point- 
er to light the laser beam. Release it to turn off 
the laser. 

CARE 

Keep the laser pointer dry; if it gets wet, wipe 
it dry immediately. Use and store the laser 
pointer only in normal temperature environ- 
ments. Handle the laser pointer carefully; do 
not drop it. Keep the laser pointer away from 
dust and dirt, and wipe it with a damp cloth oc- 
casionally to keep it looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the laser pointer’s 
internal components can cause a malfunction 
and might invalidate its warranty. If your laser 
pointer is not performing as it should, take it to 
your local RadioShack store for assistance.
